Joshua Nkomo, a guerrilla leader 
fighting the Rhodesian government, 
says the CIA has continued to inter- 
fere in the affairs of Marxist Angola. 

Nkomo, citing “those who know,” 
said on CBS’ “Face the Nation” pro- 

ram yesterday that they “believe 

(anti-government Angolan forces

States” that is funneled through 
South Africa. 

(Cuban President Fidel Castro, in 
weekend interviews, also charged the 
CIA has established new contacts 
with Angolan insurgents.) 

Nkomo, leader of the Zimbabwe 
African People’s Union, is believed to 
have 8,500 men located in Zambia, 
which also shares a border with 
Angola.
